I's a deplorable thing to any, 
but psychistrists have . only 
theinselves to blame. They 
have neglected to subject tho. 
results they get with psycho- 
therapy to the scientific tests 
which prove beyond dispute 
whether drugs and other medical 
treatments work or don't work, 
he sald. 

The result is tha! the good of 
Psychotherepy can't be proved 
scinnlilically, Dr Srovesson 
emphasised that “large numbers 
of mental patients recover with 
Kittle of na treatment." Then
